You muſt all plainly fee, that you are 
only made uſe of as Inſtruments to enflave the Nation, and ruine 
the Proteſtant Religion, and when that is done, you may judge what 
ye your ſelves ought to expect, bogh from the caſhicring of all the 
Protcitant andErgliſhOfficers andSouldicrs intre/and and by the Iriſh 
Souldiers being brought over tobe put myour paces and of which 
you have cen fo freſh an inſtance, chat we need nor pur you in mind 
of it. You know how many of your Fellow ers have been 
uſed, for their ſtanding firm to the Proteſtant Religion, and to the 
Laws of England, and you cannot flatter your ſclves fo far as to cx- 
pect to be better uſed, if thoſe _ broke their word fo often, 
ſhould by your means be brou ut of thoſe ſtreights to which” 
they are reduced at preſent, We hope Jikewiſe, that yoli will nor 
ſufter your ſelves ro be abuſcd by a ele notion of Honour, but that 
you will in the firſt place conſider, what you oweto Almighty God 
and your Religion, to your Country, ro your Sclves, and to your 
Poſterity, which you, as Men of Honour ought ro vrefer, to all pri - 
vate Conſiderations and Engagements whatſoever, We do there- 
fore expect, that you will conſider the Honour that is now ſer be- 
fore you, of being the Inſtruments of ſcrving your Country, and 
ſecuring your Religion, and we will eyer remember the Scrvice you 
ſhall do us upon this Occaſion, and will proauſe to you, that we 
ſhall place ſuch particular marks of our favour on every one of You, 
as your Behaviour, at this time,.ſhall deſerve of us, and the Nation ; 
which, we wall make a grcat diſtinction, of thoſe thar ſhall come 
Peably to jOyn their, Arms with Qurs, and you ſhall find us to be
